Incuring meat of any kind it is absolute- 
ly necessary to use salt enough to e#aturate 
the brine aroupd the meat, or to substitute 
sugar in place of part of the salt, ifthe meate 
wre to be used dried or smoked without 
much freshening. It is immaterial what 
kind of salt {8 used, provided it is pure. Fine 
ground datry salt is worth just as much per 
pound as the coarse or rock salt, from the 
sume source, In an experience of twenty- 
five years, we have never had but one pack- 
age ef meat injured,wod that was salted with 
the coarse salt, recommended as the only re 
liable sort to use. It is always necessary 
that the salt should be pure,and that enough 
should be used to saturate the brine,or some 
equivalent substituted, 


To PickLe Pork —For ordinary farmer's 
use the poFk sliould be cut up in oblong 
pieces weighing not over six or eight pounds 
#0 that there will be no need of having a 
large quantity out of the brine at any time 
exposed to the air. The bone, and moet of 
Ube lean flveh (muscle) should alao be taken 
off, leaving butlittle except the clear * side 
pork.’!

Next cover the layer of meat with about one= 
fourth inch of salt, then packing another 
layer of meat, and soon until the pork fa 
all packed, In all cases use plenty of éalt, 
and keep the layers as level as possible, 
Cover with a flat stone, and make as tuch 
salt as the water will dissolve, boiled and 
skimmed, but not poured on the meat dnotil 
cold. Salt enough must be put in the brine 
on top of the meat, so that undissolyed salt 
cin always be felt when taking out a plece or 
pork to ueo. If aoy aalt Ja left afier the pork 
is all used, cattle and sheep will readily eat 
it, and no danger will result from sug use 
of it,

Many stock feeders seem to fixve & poor 
opinion of clover hay, but we have’ Joop 
believed that for milk for fatteniog pur- 
poses, good, bright clover hay was super 
yorto timothy.
